■iroyed the Caroline, ati(i that he 
himself had "killed one of the Yan- 
kees." One day while in Buffalo he 
'repeated the boast, and waa Instant- 
ly arra^bd and thrown into prlaon. 
' Mo' limtab goremment made a de- 
mand for his rclcaKP. but he was In 
the hands of New York State and 
She refused to Rivo him up. 

The incident brought out some 
debates on the svbjeot In the. House 
•t raproaaBtatlTea, wbea T^ry rlo- 
laat lansnage' waa naed toward 
Great Britain. It was determined by 
the government, however, to set Mc- 
Leod free upo;i bull, whereupon a 
public meeting was held and a com- 
mittee appointed to remonstrate 
wltb tka Judge Iv. whom tke ball 
bad beta adalttad, ud wttk tkoae 
wko bad k aoy a a aeeurttiea for tke 
prisoner. 

McLood being again incarcerated, 
a guard was placed by the mob over 
. the court houae where he was de- 
tained, and a oaaaon waa. fired trom 
time to time in front of It. The pro- 
ceedings were denounced In Con- 
gress and were, indeed a flagrant 
▼IMation of Justice, order and legal- 
ity, yet nothing was done to set aside 
the acts of the mob, and the grand 
Jury of Lock^rt, wbeje MelMod was 
eoBJiBed. fennd a bill agalnat the 
nnfor'unate man. for murder. 

Pending his trial he was still held 
tast in Jail, and on February 13, 
1841, a report on the subject was 
presented to the House of Represen- 
tativea by a oommlttee on foreign af- 
fkln, wkidi waa written In a tone 
af great aaiaoaity toward England. 
It was contended that the offense al- 
leged was tonnnltted in time of 
peace, and being a violation of "the 
peace and dignity of the State of 
New York," came properly within 
«ha jurladietloa «t tke loeal autkort- 
lies. -- - — 

The Federal Rcvernment, aald the 
uutliiirs of tlii.s report, liud no right 
to give up the accused. Uver all such 
eases tke BUtea bad exclusive Juris- 
dletlon. and tke trial of such olfend- 
era waa a right laeident to tkeir aep- 
arate sovereignty. 

So far the controversy had occur- 
red during the final weeks of the 
Van Buren administration, and the 
trouble was banded over to the In- 
eomlBg administration. On Marek \%, 
1841. Daniel Webater, tke new lee- 
reUry of State, received from Mr. 
Fox, a note, in which that gentleman 
Biiiil: "I am instructed to demand 
forniuUy, and in the name of the 
Brlti.sh government, the immeiliate 
release of Alexander McLeod, for the 
reason tkat tke traaaaetion waa of a 
public character, planned and execut- 
ed by pen-ions duly authorized by the 
Colonial t;i)veriuii< nt to taKe such 
meaKiiies :is iiiii.-iit l e necessary for 
prottciiiii i!u ;>,<'|iiity and llTea of 
ktr UittJeitiy'H subjects." 

Mr. Wabate^ Ja bU reply, admitted 
tkat tbia formal adoptkm by tke 
British government of tka aet of 
buriiiKk; tlie "CaroUat" aattTfly al- 
tered (lie case, and exempted the in- 
dividuals concerned from the juris- 
diction of the ordinary tribunals of 
law. 

Tke trial et MeUod took »laae at 
Loekport oa Oetober 4. It tamed oat 

to be ludicrous in the extreme. It was 
proved that the blustering braggart 
McI.tDcl had not been pre.sint at the 
destroying of the "Caroline." His

Probably no dne person, either In 
England or Germsny, could answer 
both of these questions deflnitely.and 
the best that the writer — who has 
recently come trom tke war tone — • 
ia able t& do will be to tell of one or 
two doT8la»maBt8 wkMh kave kad a 
coBeldarable beariag ott tka aituatlon. 

That the destructive air raids of 
the nightrof October 13, 1916, were 
not repeated on the several succeed- 
ing ntghu on which the atate of the 
mooB waa fkvorable to la p g a lln op- 
eratlooa waa due to two olMuiMtan- 
cea; bad weather conditlona and the 
fact that tile ntr-defonse squadrons 
of London — goaded by the taunts 
and criticisms of the Indignant popu- 
laoe — took the deeperata rlak of night 
lllgkta. Tka wklaa of tropallera was 
koard o?«r all et tka aoatkem and 
eaatem anburbs of the metropolis 
during each of tho several nights fol. 
lowing the big raid, and on nt least 
two occasions the "pride of place" 
thua attained was reepoBat|>le for the 
turning badt of roeoaaoUatlBg Zep- 
pellBa. 

Realising the futility of endeavor- 
ing to develop during any probable 
duration of the war an adequate rig- 
id-framed airship capable of mooting 
the Zeppelin on equal terma, the Brit- 
lak bent tkeir efforts — onee order 
began to reaelTe out oC tko afcaoa of 
the first few montba of tka war — to 
the construction of a Zeppelin de- 
stroyer. As the Zeppelin Itself — 
with its large crew, heavy engines, 
and hugf fuel aupply — muat, to a 
oertata astaot. aaerllaa tMad and 
mobility to welgkt-eamrtac aapadty, 
the way aeemed open for tke con- 
struction of a swift non-weight car- 
rier which, while able to out-speed 
md out-maneuver the Zepp«Iin.
